converting an optical image of an object passed through an optical transparent member 
to an image signal; performing moving image signal processing and still image signal 
processing, wherein, when still image signal processing is to be executed, 
predetermined control is performed when an effective image circle of said optical 
transparent member is smaller than a predetermined area of said image sensing 
element, said predetermined control being not performed when the effective image 
circle is not smaller than the predetermined area or when said moving image signal 
processing is to be executed".
